Good Seed Material Aid 


to the Success of a 


Good Crop 


Good seed aids veray materially in 


the success of a crop. Poor seed prac- 
tically insures the failure of the crop. 


II is quite true that seed is only one 


of the- many considerations which 
must be taken into account in the 
production of a crop of any kind. 
There is the matter of fertilizer, of 
proper soil and proper cultivation, of 
disease and insect control. However, 
unless good seed has been used the 
grower may give attention in vain to 
all these other factors, The problem 
of seed cannot be solved simply by 
going to the seed merchant und writ- 
ing a check for HO many .pounds of 
this or that. It requires careful study 
of the conditions under which the 
crop Is to be grown in order that the 
grower may know what type and vari- 
ety to secure. He must consider the 
market to which he shall'cater. He 
must consider the record of that com- 
pany from which he buys. 'He must 
consider their integrity and their rec- 
ord in the production of first grade 
material for he depends entirely upon 
them to supply him with' high quali- 
ty seed.

Possible To Have 


Summer Gardens 


Every One Has Spring 


Gardens But Few Do 


In Summer 


The home vegetable garden is one 


of the most important means of re- 
ducing the cost of living, and to be 
most effective it must be a year-round 
garden, states Miss Gertrude Conant, 
University of Arkansas College of Ag- 
riculture, Extension Service. 


Nearly every one who raises a gar- 


den ha sthe early spring vegetables, 
but ofen in the dry months of July 
and August the garden is allowed to 
grow up in weeds instead of furnish- 
ing the supply of fresh vegetables that 
nre a health requirement of the fam- 
ily. If there is plenty of humus in 
the soil and it is well cultivated to 
conserve moisture, there are many 
garden vegetables that can be raised 
during the summer. 


A garden plan with a system of ro- 


tation of vegetables is a good^thing. 
When one vegetable has matured or 
lias been exhausted, the space may be 
used for another crop, or successive 
plantings of the same vegetable may 
be made. Deans may be planted every 
two weeks until extremely hot weath- 
er, and within eight weeks of the first 
frost in the fall. Beets 
should- be 


planted two or three successive times 


to insure a continuous supply during 
the summer. Sweet corn should be 
planted as soon as danger of frost is 
over in the spring, and 
successive 


plantings may be made every two 
weeks until the middle of July or the 
first of August. 


Cucumber^ usually do well in sum- 


mer if they are irrigated. They should 
be picked every two or three days. 
If allowed to mature the plants cease 
to bear. Endive should be planted in 
mid-summer and is used as a salad 
or as greens. The 
heart 
may be 


blanched by raising the leaves and 
tieing at the top. New Zeland spin- 
ach is . variety that grows during 
the summer. The plant is branching 
and the leaves are covered with short 
silvery hairs, giving it a gray-green 
color. The leaves should be gathered 
and the plant left to grow. Being a 
tropical variety it grows ' when no 
other variety of spinach is available. 
Summer crookneck squash is a suc- 
culent vegetable which is adapted to 
u summer garden. In the southern 
part of th'e state okra may be planted 
as late as July. Successive plantings 
should be made and if no pods are 
allowed to ripen the plants will bear 
till frost. 


The diet during the hot summer 


months should consist very largely of 
fresh vegetables and fruits, and the 
home garden can easily be made to 
supply the needed vegetables during 
th season if a garden plan is used.

At the Cotton Branch 
Experiment Static nthis year experi- 
ments are under way to study 4-row 
planting and cultivation; tractor, oper- 
ations, rotary hoe cultivation, mechan- 
ical cotton chopping, check row plant- 
ing, and mechanical picking. 


A number cf the newer farm ma- 


chines have been assembled and will 
be demonstrated by the Agricultural 
engineering section, Farmers' Week, 
August 5, G, 7, 8, University of Ark- 
ansas College of Agriculture at Fay- 
etteville. 


Among the interesting new machines 


on display will be a "polw combine" 
which plows, levels, and pulverizes 
the soil in one operation, making the 
ground ready for immediate planting.

BELLEME, France, July 11.—(#>)— 


This little provincial French town in 
the heart of Normandy has been .more 
excited this summer than since 1929. 


Seven hundred years ago Louis IX 


of France, was beseiged in Chateau 
de Couesmc, two miles • from here. 
Frcm that same chateau Prince Carol 
of Rumania returned this spring to 
the throne of his country. 


Masked behind a heavy growth of 


evergreen trees, a long winding lane 
leading to its doors, the chateau was 
a perfect setting for the prince, who 
went from exile to power in an air- 
plane. 


The chateau was bought by 
the 


prince three years ago when as a po- 
litical exile, known as "Carol Carai- 
man," he sought a place of refuge. 
The prince gave the place to his com- 
panion, Madame Lupescu and in re- 
storing it their personalities found 
free expression. 


Both the prince and his companion 


were regarded here as regal figures 
and the peasants still talk of the prod- 
igal hand with which the gloomy old 
pile was refitted. The prince- has a 
warm place in the hearts of the coun- 
try people and the inhabitants of the 
town of Belleme. a place of winding 
streets and eleventh century houses. 


Th three-lined drive leading to the 


ancient chateau ends in a grassy court. 


j Facing this court is the main en- 
trance nnd at the right hand corner is 
a tower that, according to the village 
tradition, was a military 
post 
for 


Louis IX. 


In restoring the chateau Carol was 


careful to leave this tower untouched. 
It stands today just as it was when 
gaily caparisoned chargers rather 40 
horse power limousines stood before it. 


The people of Belleme relate that 


when the exiled couple first came to 
the town. Mme Lupescu was thought 
to be a German school-mistress and 
how Nico, who played such an im- 
portant part in the flight to Bucha- 
rest, was taken for Carol, "because 
he is so much more distinguished 
looking." 


They hope that the gay young man 


who, 
by his smile, democratic ways 


and liberal spending found his way 
into their hearts, will again come to 
the old grey stone building that looks 
across a fertile valley to the town it 
was built to defend.
